An Infringing Product is on Sale in the Market 

An infringing product is being marketed on the Home Shopping Network's web site as item 
number 125-373 entitled "Heritage by Wolf Designs Tabletop Wooden Jewelry Vanity." A copy 
from the Home Shopping Network's web site showing the infringing product is included. 

A Comparison of the Infringing Product with the Claims has been Conducted and Some 
Claims are Infringed 

Applicant's undersigned representative reviewed the images and the description of the 
Jewelry Vanity as sold on the Home Shopping Network's web site. After rigidly comparing the 
Jewelry Vanity and the pending claims of the above-captioned patent application, Applicant's 



undersigned representative has concluded that, in her opinion, most if not all of the pending claims 
are unquestionably infringed by the sale of the Jewelry Vanity on the Home Shopping Network's 
web site. 



A Search of the Prior Art has been Conducted 

The U.K. Patent Office conducted a search for prior art that is relevant to the claimed 
invention. The enclosed Search Report was performed for United Kingdom patent application No. 
GB0505694.0, which claims priority to the U.S. application captioned above. The claims in the U.K. 
application are very similar to in the U.S. Application captioned above and include many of the same 
elements. For example, claim 1 of the GB Application is very similar to pending claims 1 and 17 of 
the U.S. Application. These claims are shown in the attached Table 1 for the Examiner's 
convenience. Both pending claims 1 and 17 of the U.S. Application are infringed by the sale of the 
Jewelry Vanity on the Home Shopping Network, in the opinion of Applicant's undersigned 
representative. 

The references cited on the U.K. Search Report are provided with an Information Disclosure 
Statement filed herewith. In addition, other references have previously been filed in this case. 
Good Knowledge of the Pertinent Prior Art 

In addition, Applicant's representative believes she has a good knowledge of the 
pertinent prior art. That knowledge is based on references cited in an Information Disclosure 
Statement and Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement filed in the subject application.
